Torbay, whence Torquay takes its name, comprises nea ye 
semicircle of twelve miles, and was long justly eateeyy reat 
naval men as a bay of refuge fér our-fleets during the me i heb 
and south- westerly gales ; and, amongst other events on vate 
it is celebrated, it is said to have been the place chosen by hes 
pasian, the Roman emperor, for the landing of his army ; 
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it derives especial interest from the fact that, the Prince 
of Orange (afterwards William III.) selected it, in’ 1688, for 
the vessels of war, fire-ships, and transports which conveyed 
his army of 30,000 men, upon his coming “to gain a crown,” 
It was also the scene of the Bellerophon’s arrival in 1815 with 
the Emperor Napoleon, awaiting the. orders.of ‘the English 
Government as to. the disposal of the fallen Emperor, upon his 
“losing a crown.” On this occasion nearly the whole of the 
population, consisting of some’ 90 persons, embarked in’ their 
boats and drew round the Bellerophon to gaze on: fallen 
royalty, Torquay now numbers upwards of 9000 inhabitants ; 
and such of our readers as ‘are acquainted with the manifold 
beauties of thig charming spot, its genial climate, its wood- | 
capped hills and fertile dales, and endless variety of lovely 
scenery, will be at no loss to account for the ample realization 
in 1850; of the following prophetic lines written in 1816, with 
which we conclude our present notice ;— 


“Lo! time shall come when on yon throng’d parade 
Shall groups assemble; swains and many a maid, 
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And elder dames and sires, in converse gay, 
Breathing sweet health, fresh-wafted from the bay; 
And yonder hills, all boasting purest air, 

Shall smile with villas and with mansions fair ; 
Adorn’d with gardens or with piddocks green, 
These, scatter’d round, shall on the heights be seen ; 
While Commerce, trading to a distant world, 

Her streamers flying and her sails unfurl’d, 

Shall, when the winds awake the waves from sleep, 
Spot the bright bosom of the refluent deep.” 


PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 

Give a Parisian something to talk about, and he is supremely 
happy. And, lo! the opportunity has been afforded him, in the 
shape of a brochure just published here by M,. Chenu, an ex- 
captain in Caussididre’s guard. The revelations of M. Chenu have 
excited “ immense sensation.” The Montagnard journals take no 
notice whatsoever of them, and the Moderate party of course avail 
themselves of this silence as an additional proof of the accuracy of 
all the ex-captain’s statements, The success of the pamphlet has 
been unparalleled. The whole of the first edition was sold off in 
the course of a few hours, and 3000f. were offered to the publisher 
for the right to publish the second edition, the whole of which also 
this afternoon has been sold off. Nota single copy can now be 
obtained. Some of the contents are to be dramatised forthwith at 
the Porte St. Martin. Caussidiére’s mode of “ raising the wind’’ 
ig most amusingly detailed. M. Chenu says :—* An old officer of 
the Empire, residing at Mery-sur-Oise, gave, among other sums, 
7000f. for a scheme for lighting up the numbers of houses during 
the night. Caussidigre was the partner of the inventor. The old 
officer was one of the best milch cows of these gentlemen, They, 
however, spared no one; thus one day Caussidiére went to Ledru 
Rollin and asked him for 25,000f. Ledru flatly refused. ‘There- 
upon Caussidiére, having recourse to a grave measure, ulled a 
pistol from his pocket and threatened to blow out his brains. In 
the cabinet ofthe pitiless man, who rvould not save a patriot at the 
cost of so slight a sacrifice, Ledru Rollin, softened by this threat, 

ave his signature!! It was in thus lending his money to certain 

emocrats, who never repaid him, and in Ha dati journals of 
the Opposition, that Ledru Rollin contracted the debts which have 
been to him asource of so much annoyance. But the richest harvest 
for Caussididre was that which the insurrection of Cracow procured 
him, in 1846. Supplied with several subscription lists, and full of fer- 
vent zeal, he went every day to solicit from all Democrats donations 
for the Poles, and thereby turned to acconnt the enthusiasm which 
that heroic and unfortunate nation always inspires. I am assured, 
however, that after the receipt he deigned, like a good Patriot, 
to share with them! These were the best days of citizen Caussiditre.”

Letters from Pesth make known the sentence passed by the

These have 
been commuted by Baron Haynau in the following manner :— 
Sentence of death, to fifteen years’ imprisonment in irons; those 
of fifteen years, to ten years; those of ten years, into eight years 
in irons; and those of eight years, into four years.

At the conclusion of the 
piece, the President testified the satisfaction hs had felt in the 
warmest terms to M, Meyer, the director, and to the authors. 

The second anniversary of the Revolution of February is now 
fast approaching, and the public are inquiring with some anxiety 
what ceremonies are to be performed on the occasion. Some time 
since the ultra-Republicans and Socialists announced their intention 
of celebrating the great event by a banquet and a procession of 
Gardes Mobiles to the Place de la Bastille; but, the Government 
having intimated that it would prevent any public banquets or 
provessinn as dangerous to public order, the plan is understood to 

ave been abandoned, In fact, the anniversary of the 24th of 
February will only be celebrated this year by simple religious 
services; but it is considered settled that on the 4th of May a 
gigantic fete will be held to commemorate the Republic. There is 
a talk of transforming the Place de la Concord into a vast circus, 
with places for more than 100,000 spectators, to witness Roman 
games, jouste of the middle ages, triumphal marches, combats, 
and sieges recalling the most glorious sign of our history. 
There is also a talk of terminating the fete by a display of firewor 
on the heights of Chaillot, opposite the Champs de Mars, and of 
representing the passage of Mont St. Bernard, and the effect pro- 
duced by snow.

give rise to groundless alarm; but here are two facts oan 
admit of no other explanation than that a most useful scientitic 
discovery is beginning to be used by the vilest of human beings 
to effect their designs of plunder and brutality. reeetn 
It becomes, therefore, essential to warn the pnblic, ee 
may stand upon their guard against this horrible, Hae t fe 
and almost magic vehicle of plunder and ruin; and, indeed, 
the ‘caution seems equally applicable to both sexes. aut 
especially ought women to be careful how they trust them- 
selves alone in the streets, It is not, indeed, a very common 
thing for women of any condition to go out alone at night, 
even to pass from one street to the next, But there are many 
in the second grade of the middle classes who think no peril of 
comfort or respect will attend them doing eo; and the practice 
with them is not uncommon, But can they now think it a 
safe practice? We do not apprehend, nor do we mean to 
conyey any alarm, that the consequences we have seen in the

woman goes out at night alone. But they are possible, and 
that, we trust, will be enough to caution the unwary, and 
moderate the courage of the fearless. 

And, ere we leave this subject, let us remark how strong 
an argument it adds to the many already well known, 
for some better regulation for the sale of drugs. The 
indiscriminate supply of poisons to suicides and mur- 
derers seems hardly to have sufficiently impressed the 
Legislature with the necessity of dealing with this subject,

We know well that even Parliament 
cannot do everything, And considering how much that drag 
upon the public business, that curse of progress—the gift of 
“talk”’—checks the state coach of legislation, we admit that it 
may be often a perplexing question what measures are to have 
a preference and receive seats in a vehicle which will hold so 
few. But surely there can be no question that this is a case 
of paramount importance. That our by-streets, at all events, 
being no longer safe, under the invention or new use of chloro- 
form, something ought to be done to confine its possession to 
the hands of medical men, with others, if need be, who are 
equally responsible, 
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IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT, 


In the Housr or Lorps, Monday was quite a field-day—Lord 
Stanley making one of his magnificent orations as political antagonist 
of the Karl of Clarendon; and his excellency replying with great 
temper and eloquence. Lord Stanley moved fer copies of corre- 
spondence between the chief magistrate of Armagh and the Executive 
Government in June and July, 1846, and also for a variety of papers 
relating to the collision which took place in Castlewellan in July 
last. A splendid speech followed, The Earl of Clarendon hoped 
that the circumstance of his having come from Ireland in order to 
defend an act of the Executive Government would not be converted 
into a precedent. He appeared in his place because, understanding 
that he had been challenged to attend, he feared his absence might 
lead to misconstruction, After stating that he had always been 
anxious to prevent party processions in Ireland, the noble earl pro- 
ceeded to say that, with respect to the particular procession last 
year at Castlewellan, every p:ecaution was taken by the Government 
for the preservation of the peace, military and police being sent to 
that place. Party processions not being ipso facto illegal, it must 
be left to the magistrates to determine at what period it is necessary 
to interfere; but when magistrates prearrange a meeting which 
must lead to danger, and when, upon that danger being pointed 
out, they do nothing to prevent it, such magistrates must be deemed 
deserving of dismissal, 

On Tuesday the Railways Abandonment Bill was read a second 
time, and referred to a select committee.x—The Harl of Glengall 
introduced a bill for facilitating the transfer of land in Ireland, 
which was read a first time.—Their lordships then adjourned, 

On Thursday the Bishop of Oxford moved for the appointment 
ofa select committee to consider the best method to be adopted 
for the extinction of the slave trade,—The Duke of Richmond rose, 
pursuant to notice, to call the attention of the House to the awards 
of medals for actions by sea and land, from 1794 to 1814, The Duke 
of Wellington said that several applications had been made out of 
doors, andin both Houses of Parliament, for an award of medals 
to the army engaged in the Peninsula, which it was said had not 
received the same honours as the army engaged in Flanders, in 
China, andin the Hast Indies, and elsewhere. He had been cone 
sulted on the matter, and he had advised the adoption of a plan 
which he thought would meet the wishes of the applicants and those 
of his noble friend, and would non, all parties, which was to 
grant medals to all those engaged in actions in the Peninsula in 
which medals had been previously granted, by order of the Sove- 
reign, to the principal officers engaged in those actions. 


In the Housr or Commons, on Monday, Lord Palmerston, in 
reply to a question, stated that the Danish Government had con- 
sented to the renewal of the armistice of July last, upon certain 
conditions now under consideration at Frankfort and Berlin, and 
that in the meantime the armistice was virtually prolonged —Upon 
the order of the day for the second reading oft he Australian Colonies’ 
Government Bill, Mr. R.M. Milnes considered that the Govern- 
ment, in the permissive part of the bill, had carried liberality to an 
unexampled extent. In discussing the question of the Chambers, 
it was to be recollected that the Australian colonies were essentially 
democratical, By adopting the principle of this bill, the colonies 
would have an opportunity of laying the foundation of their future 
welfare.—The Party Processions (Ireland) Bill went through 
committee. 

On Tuesday, after an intimation by Lord John Russell (in answer 
to Mr, Henley) that there was no intention of altering the income. 
tax, Mr. Disraeli, in pursuance of his notice, moved for a com- 
mittee of the whole House, to consider such a revision of the poor 
laws as might mitigate the distress of the agricultural interest, Sir 
George Grey declared that the agriculturists were indebted to Mr. 
Disraeli for thus demolishing the mischievous delusion of a hope of 
return to protection, But Le had given little proof of the distress 
he complained of, and had, instead, assumed its existence, He 
a G. Grey) believed the assumption of increased agricultural 

istress to be gratuitous, for the ordinary tests of crime and pau- 
perism showed it to have actually diminished. If wages had been 
reduced to a level below that compensated for by the cheapness of 
food, injustice had been done to the labourer by the landowner. 
He thought a judicious revision of the law of settlement would be 
a boon to the agriculturists, and hoped that Government would be 
able to introduce an early measure upon that subject. But Mr. 
Disraeli (just as he did last year) confounded “real property ” 
with the ‘ landed interest.” 

On Wednesday, Mr. Moffatt moved the second reading of the 
Bankrupt and Insolvent Members Bill. Sir George Grey, although 
favourable to the principle of the bill, feared. that it would be ren- 
dering members liable to oppression and injustice, He, therefore 
could not recommend the House to adopt it, Mr, Goulburn and 
Mr, Napier also objected to the measure; and on a division there 
were—F or the second reading, 34; against it, 73: majority against 
the bill, 39, “The bill was consequently thrown out.—Mr. Halsey 
moved the second reading of the Small 'Tenements Rating Bill 
For the second reading, 182; against it, 2; majority, 180 The 
bill was read a second time.—Mr. Frewen moved the second read- 
ing of the Benefices in Plurality Bill, the object of which, he said 
was to render the existing law more stringent, He proposed to 
include Ireland in the operation of the bill. ‘The bill was read a

He likewise left directions 
that a magnificent monument to their joint memories should be 
erected in St. George's Chapel, Both their statues were to recline 
on the tomb, that of Jane as if sleeping; on the corners of the 
tomb children were to be represented with baskets of white and 
red roses, made of precious stones, which they were to appear as if 
in the act of strewing, 

“« This beautiful idea,” says Miss Strickland, «was not realized ; 
the monument was, indeed, commenced, but never finished: and 
the materials were either stolen or sold in the civil wars of the 
seventeenth century, The commands of the King were, however, 
obeyed regarding his interment, and his coffin was laid by Jane 
Seymour’s side, in the vaults of St. George’s Chapel, When 
George LV. searched the vault for the body of Charles I., in 1813, 
Queen Jane’s coffin was discovered close to the gigantic skeleton 
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of Henry VIII., which some previous accident had exposed to view. 
As no historical fact could be ascertained by the disturbance of the 
Queen’s remains, George IV. would not suffer her coffin to be 
opened, and the vault where she lies, near the Sovereign’s side of 
the stalls of the Garter, was finally closed up.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


Marsnrinins,—The frigate Zénobie got under way on the 13th, 
with 500 marines on board, officers ineluded, for La Plata. It is 
presumed that these naval and military forces, amounting in all to 
three ships, two of which are steamers, and 900 fighting men, will 
unite with the quota furnished by the other dockyards of I’rance at 
some convenient point of rendezvous, and thence proceed in 
company to their common destination. 

Lisnon.—The Prinee and Princess of Joinville had arrived from 
{ngland by the last packet, The Duke of Saldanha has been sum- 
marily dismissed by the Queen from his office of Mordomo Mor, or 
High Steward of the Palace. 

CoNStANTINOPLE.—The new Imperial Commissioner to the prin- 
cipalities of the Danube, Ahmed Effendi, recently sailed in a frigate 
for Varna, where the frigate took on board the Polish refugees, to 
convey them to Malta. From Varna, Ahmed Effendi proceeds to 
Shumla, to regulate the departure of the refugees who are to quit 
the Ottoman territory, and of those who are to be sent to different 
parts of the interior. The commissioner has received a large sum 
of money and a quantity of clothing for the use of the refugees. 

Unirep Srarrs,—The Niagara steam-ship, from Boston, arrived 
at Liverpool on Sunday evening, bringing advices from that place 
up to the 6th inst., and Halifax to the Sth, and eighty-three pas- 
sengers, Henry Clay’s proposition respecting the slave question 
had been introduced into the Senate-house. Three journals in 
Canada West and one in Canada East have declared themselves not 
opposed to annexation, The boiler of ‘Taylor's machine factory 
in New York burst on Feb. 4, by which fifty persons lost their lives, 
and sixty were badly wounded. No steps have been taken in Con- 
gress regarding grants of land to the Hungarian refugees. 

CALIFORNIA.—(Telegraphed news )—The steamer Empire City, 
from Chagres, had arrived at New York with California dates to 
Jan. 1, and from two millions to two and a half millions of gold 
dust. Operations had nearly ceased at the mines for the season, 
on account of the snow and rain, but the gold news is not less 
satisfactory than heretofore. The state legislature was already 
fully organized. ‘The lately-draughted constitution, excluding 
slavery, had been accepted by 12,090 to 8000 votes. Senators and 
members of Congress had arrived at New York by the Empire City. 
Fremont and Gwinn had been the successful candidates for senators. 
There had been a tremendous conflagration at St. Franciseo, whieh 
destroyed property to the amount of 1,000,000 dols, The steamer 
Severn was waiting at Chagres, and would receive on board about 
1,000,000 dols, in gold dust on British account, 


Inp1A.—THe OverLAnD Maru.—Extraordinary express 
advices have arrived from Bombay to Jan. 17, Caleutta to Jan. 8, 
and China to Dee. 29. The news by the present mail is almost 
utterly devoid of interest. Both Dr. Heoker and Dr, Campbell 
have been released by the Sikkim Rajah, and, from their narrative 
of the circumstances connected with their capture, it would appear 
that the conduct of the native authorities towards them was of a 
most unprovoked and shameful character. On the morning of the 
6th the ship Dartmouth was burnt in Bombay harbour, as it is 
believed, by incendiaries. Sir C, Napier, in reviewing the troops 
now quartered at Lahore, had fulminated a general order against 
the state of their discipline, such as is without precedent in military 
annals. Sir Charles states that he never before, in the course of 
half a century of service, witnessed such a scene, and feels assured 
that in no other regiments of the army could such misconduct have 
occurred, He winds up by saying that troops in a state of undis- 
cipline such as some of the regiments he reviewed would in the field 
prove dangerous to their friends and contemptible to their enemies. 
The Governor-General was expected to leave Kurrachee, and to be 
in Bombay about the 20th. He would remain for two or three days 
and no more, and most likely keep himself strictly private,—the 
more so as his host and hostess, Lord and Lady Falkland, were in 
deep mourning on the demise of the Queen Dowager. The health 
of the noble marquis is, we rejoice to learn, almost entirely restored. 
He will, after leaving Bombay, take a short sea voyage, and then 
return to Calcutta, from whenee he will proceed to Simla as the hot 
season approaches,

Government, through the noble lord, the resolutions agreed to at 
the late meeting held in Freemasons’ Hall, and of explaining the 
necessity of further measures tu improve the condition of the 
metropolis. The Lord Bishop of London headed the deputation, 
which consisted of the following gentlemen, members of the asso- 
ciation :—Lord Moreton, C. J. B. Aldis, Esq., M.D.; Rev. J. W.

Lord John Russell 
concluded his address to the deputation by saying :—“ With regard 
to a general measure, I should also say we must consider that in 
this country there is very naturally and properly great jealousy of 
any interference either with local rights or individual will and free- 
dom from control; and that when you bring in a bill of 350 clauses 
you find very great difficulty in contending for each of those clauses 
against the separate opposition that may be made to them. But I 
wili only say this, with regard to the difficulties of the subject, that 
we will give our best attention to them; and I can assure your 
lordship and the deputation, that her Majesty is deeply interested 
in this subject.” (Hear, hear.) Lord John Russell added that the 
opinion of the Government was in favour of separate measures 
rather than of one general measure. The deputation then retired. 


GeneRAL LyinG-tn Hosprrat.—A meeting of the 
governors of this institution took place on Monday, at the Hospital, 
York-road, Lambeth; Mr. T. 8. Cocks, M.P., in the chair. The 
report showed that the expenditure during the last year had ex- 
ceeded the income to some extent. The receipts arising from 
dividends and subscriptions amounted to £1614, 4s. 4d. The annual 
average subscriptions for the last five years had amounted to 
£360, 14s, The number of patients admitted during the last year 
were 311 inpatients, and 445 out. The recommendatory letters 
for patients were 1386. Resolutions to the following effect were 
then proposed and carried iat! hat governors and subscribers be at 
liberty to exchange one inpatient’s letter for four out. That every 
patient, on admission, pays 5s. towards the expense of their 
washing, That periodical contracts be entered into for obtaining 
a supply to the hospital of such articles of consumption as the 
weekly board shall advise. That the matron shall carefully inspect 
all the linen of the hospital every six months, and present to the 
weekly board a statement of the condition and quality of the same; 
and that an application be made to the metropolitan clergymen to 
preach an occasional sermon in aid of the funds. After some dis- 
cussion relative to the resolution of obliging the inpatients to pa 
5s. towards their washing, it was ultimately arranged that 2s, 6d. 
should be substituted. A vote of thanks was then accorded to the 
chairman and sub-committee, and the meeting separated, 


Srars oF CRIME IN THE Crity.—GILTsPUR-sTREET 
Prison.—The following extract is from the report presented by 
Alderman Challis from the Rey, Mr, Cohen, chaplain of Giltspur- 
street Compter, to the last Court of Aldermen, and ordered to be 
taken into consideration by the court, After speaking of the 
alarming increase of juvenile delinquency in the city of London, the 
report says :—** With regard to the education of the prisoners, or 
rather the want of education, I beg especial attention to the table 
on that subject. It there appears that of 226 boys under fourteen, 
only 18 could read and write well; 86imperfectly ; and no less than 
122, or about 6-9ths, declared themselves unable to read or write. 
{t also appears that of boys under fourteen, about 1 in 12; from 
fourteen to twenty-four, about 1 in 4; above twenty-four, about 
Lin 3, can read and write well. So that there is a greater propor- 
tion of elementary education among the older than the juvenile 
offenders. Among the females there appears even a still greater 
wantof all education. Of 214 females, between the ages of fourteen 
and eighteen, as many as 108, or just half, could neither read nor 
write; of 464 from eighteen to twenty-four, 231, or more than half, 
could neither read nor write; but it must be stated that the number 
is swelled by a large proportion of Irish, who are generally in the 
greatest ignorance. It would be rash, perhaps, to draw any general 
conclusion from the statistics of one single person as to the bearing 
of education upon crime; but the mere fact that by far the least 
educated class of criminals is the youngest class, may well serve to 
stimulate the efforts of those who are endeavouring, by the forma- 


tion of ragged schools or other means, to provide for the instruction 
of the most destitute classes, 


Hearn or Lonvon,—It is satisfactory to observe that 
the public health, as compared with that of former periods, is in a 
favourable state. Last week the mortality in London continued to 
decline, and the deaths were only 938, showing a decrease of 19 on 
those of the former week, and of 169 on the weekly average of last 
January. In the corresponding weeks of ten previous years 
(1840-9) the average was 1041, which, if corrheta for increased 
population, becomes 1136; the present decrease of mortality, as 
coropared with former years, is therefore 198, In the epidemic or 
zymotic class of diseases the deaths last week were 144; in the 
corresponding weeks of the years 1840-9 they fluctuated between 
129 and 333; the corrected average is 200. From phthisis (or 
consumption) the deaths last week were 113; at the same period of 
previous years they ranged from 116 to 170. From other diseases 
that affect the respiratory organs (exclusive of hooping-cough) the 
deaths were 199; in previous years, at this time, they ranged from 
116 to 330. Borths registered last week: total, 1476. Males, 724; 
females, 752. Deaths: total, 938, Males, 483; females, 455.

Frarrunt Contiston atv Sea.—A collision of a most 
alarming character, involving the loss of two valuable vessels, has 
been reported at Lloyd’s as having occurred on the night of Friday 

last week). Both vessels were English traders: one, the Flo- 
ridian, a large bark, 800 tons burden, belonging to Newcastle; the 
Other was a brigantine, the Helen, belonging to Dumfries, from 
Lisbon, bound to Leith—both heavily laden. It was between eleven 
and twelve o’clock when the accident happened, the spot lat. 
47.58, long. 8 west. There was a heavy sea running, the wind was 
N.W. by N., in violent squalls, and the night exceedingly dark. 
The Floridian was under close-reefed topsails, as was also the case 
with the Helen, and both, it is asserted, had a ‘“ good look-out 
orard”’; yet it appears neither of the vessels saw each other until 
the very moment they came in contact. The force with which they 
came together was truly tremendous. The Helen foundered almost 
Iustantly after, her crew having barely time to clamber among the 
Wreck into the Floridian, which seemed in the same condition; her 
1ull was cut down to the water’s edge, her mainmast was gone, as 
also the fore and bowsprit, and it was not expected she could out- 
live the night. One of the Helen’s crew perished in attempting tu 
Sain the Floridian; he fell between thé wrecks, and was either 
crushed to death or drowned; he was never seen afterwards, By 
iMcessant working at the pumps, both crews managed to keep the 
Vessel from sinking; but still the water gained in the hold, and it 
became evident that there was no chance of saving her, and that in 
a few hours she would follow the fate of the Helen. Very fortu- 
nately, on the morning of the 1dth, her perilous situation was 
Oo8erved by the schooner Victoria, on her way to London from 
allaviciosa, which bore down to her aid, and the master, Mr. 
ais, with his boats, succeeded in taking off the wreck the crew 
of both vessels. The Floridian disappeared under water in the 
Course of an hour after. It is not known whether both the vessels 
Were insured, ‘heir loss and cargoes are calculated at £17,000. 


Loss or Lire.—Inrretiprry.—On Saturday last (says 
the Fifeshire Journal) a cargo was being delivered from a schooner 
off Culross. The boat’s crew, five in number, having delivered the 
goods, returned to the vessel for the purpose of getting a refresh- 
ment, where they enjoyed themselves for fully an hour. While 
leaving the schooner, four of them had taken ‘their places in the 
small boat, when the fifth, named Robert Tannachie, sprang into 
it from the vessel, and, lighting at the bont’s side, he lost his 
footing, and, seizing another of the boatmen, both fell together 
‘The shock swamped the boat, and all the five were immerged in the 
water. One of the crew, David Gowans, with the greatest intre- 
pidity, swam to the shore, and carried along with him another. As 
soon as he was on shore he stripped himself, and again plunged 
into the water, and hastened to the rescue of another of his fellows, 
which he happily effected. Another of the crew buoyed himself u 
on an oar, and floated down the Forth as far as Low Valleyfield, 
Where he got safely ashore, having floated nearly a mile. Robert 
Tannachie, we regret to state, was drowned, His body has not yet 
been found.

Lachine, Jan. AS oh 
Dear Sir,—Up to the present time no intelligence of any EP ; 9 
heen received respecting the expedition under the command 0 ve 
John Franklin, its fate exciting the most intense interest, not ents 
on the part of the British Government and public, but of UL ho ‘ 
bivilized world. The maritime powers of Prope and the Unite 
States are now vieing with each other as to who shall be the first to 
discover some trace of the missing navigators, and, if they be still 
alive, render them assistance, By theaecompanying correspondence 


between the governor and committee and the Admiralty, and by 
the annexed copy of a letter addressed to me by Lady Franklin and 
ny reply, you will see that her Majesty’s Government are exceed- 
ingly anxious that further efforts should be made by the Hudson’s 
Bay Company to explore the Arctic Sea from the Mackenzie River. 
I am in hopes that in the course of a few weeks hence we may bein 
possession of your report on your operations last summer, with, I 
trust, some intelligence respecting the expedition. If they be still 
alive, I feel satisfied that every effort it may be in the power of man 
to make to succour them will be exerted by yourself and the 
company’s officers in Mackenzie River; but, should your late search 
have unfortunately ended in disappointment, it is the desire of 


the company that you renew your explorations next summer if 
possible,”

NATAL. 

As emigration appears to be the prevailing topic of the day, we 
propose from time to time to give such information, with illustra- 
tions, as may not only be useful to the emigrants, butinteresting to 
the many readers who may have friends in our distant colonies. 
Before commencing an account of the thriving. colony of Port 
Natal, we shall give a short description of a visit tothe Lady Bruce, 
emigrant ship, which has just left Gravesend, with some two hundred 
emigrants on board for that colony. We are indebted to Mr. J.C, 
Byrne, the original promoter of the Port Natal emigrationscheme, for 
his courtesy in affording us every facility whilst visiting the Lady 
Bruce, the day before she sailed. The departure ofan emigrant ship is 
an event of great importance, not only to those who are about to leave 
their native land, perhaps for ever, to spend their lives and their 
fortunes in anew country, but to the friends and relatives who have to 
part from those that are near and dear to them: and it is always a dis- 
tressing and aflecting scene. On arriving at Gravesend we were 
assailed by a host of watermen, all looking out for passengers for the 
Lady Bruce, a fine vessel, of 800 tons, which was seen majestically 
riding at anchor nearly opposite Tilbury Fort. Numbers of boats 
were making their way towards her. On board, all hands were | 
actively employed preparing for the voyage, and the whole deck 
seemed a mass Of moving life. Men and women of different ages, 
children, girls, and youths, were arranged in the most picturesque | 
groups between decks. Theemigrants appeared most wonderfully | 
to have accommodated themselves to circumstances, and were | 
generally in excellent spirits. They go to extend the freedom, | 
language, and civilization of the parent country, and to form com- | 
munities which will reflect the glory of Britain, when, like other | 
great powers, it perhaps may have passed to decay.. The various

Dr. Andrew Smith, author of a work on the “ Zoology of South

little expense. The middle and eastern divisions exhibit a broken 
undulating surface, and abound with low knolls, in some places 
clustered together, in others separate and connected by rich mea- 
dows, covered with abundant vegetation. Here the rivers are 
numerous, and some, whose sources are far in the interior, are 
very large; the more considerable ones commonly run in deep 
channels, and, from the banks being generally precipitous, their 
waters could not be made available for irrigation; which, however, 
is of no importance, as there are numerous small rills and power- 
ful springs.

roduce. The number of colonists has been small; and they have 
ourished not a little, perhaps, on the excellent bargains they 
obtained from the Dutch,” 

‘ Natal,” says the Rev. W, Shaw, ‘‘is better adapted to agricul. 
ture, but less fit for presing purposes, than the other colonies. On 
my late visit there, I certainly formed a very high opinion of that 
country. The soil is fertile; water everywhere abundant and good; 
the climate, though rather warm, is nevertheless considered by all 
Europeans there to be quite healthy. There can be no doubt but 
cotton-growing will succeed, and pay well in that country if vigor. 
ously carried on by the settlers. Cotton will be their great article 
of export, as sheeps’ wool is from the Cape and Algoa Bay colonies, 
If several young persons, as suagested, should go out to Natal, 
and invest a small part of their limited capital in the purchase of 
small allotments adapted for ecotton-growing, and would settle near 
each other, so as to form the nucleus of a village or hamlet, they 
would find such a plan highly conducive to their comfort and sue- 
cess, especially if they have the good sense not to quarrel with each 
other, either on their way out or after their arrival, In order to 
peerent this they should not form a company or joint-stock at all, 
but each go out quite unfettered, but with the understanding they 
should settle together and help each other as far as circumstances 
will allow. Neither should you (he warns his friend) buy any land 
offered in England, Get first to the colony and look about you, 
and then purchase land, if you wish to do so, at the Government 
land sales. Do not invest your eapital in goods, with an idea of 
making something by the transaction: the probability is, from not 
knowing the kind of goods in demand, you would lose money by 
that plan. Bring what money you can ‘with you, after providing 
yourself well with clothes and bedding, anda very small supply 
of necessary furniture. But I am writing as if you had made up 
your mind to go to Natal. Ifyou go there you Will find Wesleyan 
and other missionaries will render you any assistance or advice in 
their power. They will be glad of the help of any who are disposed 
to assist them in the work of the Lord; but, owing to the circum- 
stances of the country, it is not much a settler can do, in that 
respect, for many years after his arrival. I mention this to prevent 
disappointment to any who might think of emigrating very much 
under the influence of that good motive.” 

FARMING STOCK, 

A waggon costs £70, which, with a span of oxen (twelve), at 
£3 each, will make £106. A second-hand Waggon may frequently 
be had for half this amount. An English-built waggon would be 
totally useless for African purposes. Horses, which are well bred, 
hardy, and gerviceable, cost from £10 to £26, The broad-tailed 
Cape sheep is the only breed reared in the colony. The pasturage 
is supposed to be too rich for the Cape merino. Goats are found of 
a superior breed, crossed with the long-haired Angora. Goat's 
milk, in hot climates, is more wholesome than that of the cow. It 
is an animal not sufficiently prized by British colonists, Pigs, tur- 
keys, geese, ducks, fow!s are reared as in England; fowls from the 
natives cost 24d. or 3d. Ploughs should be imported; Messrs, 
Ransom and May, of Ipswich, know the kind. A good assortment 
of carpenters’ tools, wheels for waggons, and a small three-poled 
tent will be found useful, as well as a collection of garden seeds, 
carefully packed, 

GAME, EXports, &e, 

Plenty of eatable game is to be found on farms; several varie- 
ties of the antelope; the wild peacock, as large as a turkey; and 
pheasants, partridges, quail, guinea fowl, hares, and poreupines, 

Windows and doors should be taken out. A military saddle and 
accoutrements will not be amiss for young gentlemen of sufficient 
means. A yeomanry corps has been formed: the settlers finding 
the horses and uniforms, the Government rifles and sabres. 

The exports of Natal in 1849 amounted to only £10,866, Ivory 
formed of this £5477; cotton, 13,931 1b., valued at £433.

perate regions on the higher ground, and embarking in the farming 
ale Shae to which they have been accustomed, rather than in 
tropical cultivation, of which they know nothing, 

ACCOUNT OF NATAL, BY RALPH CLARENCE, sQ, 

Tam not aware of any country in Earope that resembles Natal 
in regard to climate. 1 believe it resembles the Brazils more than 
any other in the world; and I believe nearly all that is produced in 
that country could be bere, Our dry and cool weather commences 
in mey Hees scarcely any rain in winter; but during the sum. 
mer we have abundance of rain, chiefly during the night. 


Laborivus manual labour can be performed ten or twelve hours 


The native Natal cotton- 
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out of the twenty-four without inconvenience, there being almost 
always a fine breeze. Natal is within the limits of the trade winds 
during the summer months. 

Excellent wheat is grown in the upper district of Natal, that is 
where most of the Dutch are settled—the country there being also 
admirably adapted for cattle. Cows and oxen vary from £2 to £38 
each; meat, in towns, 24d. per lb.; fowls very abundant, 2s, 6d 
per dozen: there is a great demand for them by the shipping, An 
export trade has been steadily carried on for the last two years 
with cattle for the Mauritius. 

I certainly think that no country in the world could be found 
where so many advantages are available in so small a space; con- 
sequently, in my opinion, Natal is well adapted for a company such 
as named. It is certain that cotton will grow well, I have a 
plantation of fifteen acres; this is now the third year; the produce 
has increased every year. Itis thought that a plantation will last 
from five to seven years, though this plantation I do not intend 
to continue for two reasons: first, because I have land much nearer 
the town, and, consequently, more convenient; and, secondly, 
because I have, during the last two years, been raising a superior 
description of cotton, of better quality and more productive 
than the indigenous cotton with which my plantation was first 
planted, having at that time no other sort. I have one tree of fine 
white long-stapled cotton, that yielded last year six pounds of raw 
cotton, and this year the same tree has yielded nearly seven pounds. 
Then indigo could be made here in large quantities; a seal quan- 
tity I sent to Manchester by Dr, Blane, which was exhibited 
at the Chamber of Commerce (this was only made by way of 
experiment), but it was valued by the brokers at 3s. 4d, per 
pound. Beans are an article that are very productive here, and 
greatly in demand in Mauritius; they do ‘well between the rows 
of cotton, that is, the first year of a plantation, Indigo is indigenous 
and very abundant; 1 had enough seed collected last year to sow 
several acres, and intended to have tried it on something like a 
proper system if I had been joined by a relative whom I rather 
expected; but I have been disappointed, and, having a good 
business, do not think it prudent to give up a certainty to gratify 
my natural inclinations, Coffee-trees, imported two years ago from 
Bourbon, are now thick with fruit, quite ripe, so that trees can now 
be raised from seed, grown on the spot. Pineapples grow with no 
more care than is bestowed on cabbages; the fruit is very fine, 
larger than I remember to have seen them at the Mauritius. 

do not think it necessary for any of your party to take any 
trouble respecting the cultivation ofcotton, as the cultivation here 
is quite different to what it is in America—for here it is a peren- 
nial; but I should certainly advise a machine of the best and 
most approved construction to be brought out, one that colild be 
worked by water or horse power, both a saw-gin and a roller-gin. 
Ihave read that in America there are roller.gins that wil) clear 
eight or ten hundred pounds per day. Now, there is no one here 
acquainted with any machine, on the RoLLER Principle, that will 
clear more than twenty pounds per day; the Consequence is, that 
several parties have given up the cultivation on account of the im- 
mense trouble in clearing—the saw-gin, of course, spoiling so long a 
staple. Agricultural implements of all kinds I should recommend 
to be brought out; they can be procured here, but often very ex- 
pensive, and not always the kind required, As this is a hilly 
country, 1 should advise to bring a few of the shifting side-hill 
ploughs: scarifiers or horse-hoes; a few dozen of the beat spades, 
No. 4; brown calico, one yard and two yards wide; cotton blankets, 
one and a quarter and ten-fourths; also woo) blankets, face on both 
sides, but coarse, for natives, I should bardly recommend bonnets 
or straw-plait: the quantity must be very small, Bonnets come

For négligé evening dress, satin, either black, white, 
or of any dark tint, is much adopted.”
